he  has  got  the  right  to  do  so.” 

About  SK.  77,  Soelaiman  said, 
“Foreigners  assigned  to  help  religious 
bodies  here  should  abide  by  immigra¬ 
tion  regulations.  The  government 
wants  to  know  their  country  of  origin 
and  the  duration  of  their  stay  here.” 

He  said  also  that  SK.  77  requires  in¬ 
formation  on  the  nature  and  form  of 
aid  sent  from  abroad  to  religious 
bodies  in  Indonesia,  the  country  from 
which  the  aid  comes,  and  the  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  that  aid.  “All  this  is  to  ensure 
that  the  aid  goes  to  the  right  addres¬ 
see,”  he  said. 

Iif^ustraiia,  J.  D.  Williams,  general 
secretary  of  the  Australian  Baptist 
Missionary  Society,  had  express^ 
concern  that  the  laws,  when  fully  im¬ 
plemented,  “could  virtually  end  mis¬ 
sionary  work  in  Indonesia  and 
churchy  elsewhere.” 

Southern  Baptists  have  107  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  Indonesia,  and  also  oper¬ 
ate  Bible  schools  and  hospitals  there. 


WASHINGTON  (BP) —‘The cultural 
attache  of  the  Indonesian  embassy  in 
Washington  says  that  new  laws  con¬ 
cerning  mission  work  in  his  southeast 
Asian  nation  “are  not  aimed  at  limit¬ 
ing  religious  freedom.” 

T.  M.  Soeiaiman  of  the  Indonesian 
embassy  told  Baptist  World  Alliance 
General  Secretary  Robert  S.  Denny 
that  “people  are  free  to  change  their 
religion.  The  decisions  are  to  protect 
the  interest  of  believers  in  Indonesia 
and  to  preserve  harmony  among 


them.” 

Mission  boards  in  the  U.S.  and  Au¬ 
stralia  are  concerned  over  new  laws 
SK.  70,  that  says  missionary  work 
should  not  be  directed  toward  those 
who  already  possess  a  religious  belief, 
and  SK.  77,  which  regulates  material 
and  financial  aid  to  religious  bodies, 
including  aid  in  the  form  of  personnel. 

But  Soelaiman  assured  Denny  and 
associate  CJharles  F.  Wills  that,  “If 
voluntarily  a  person  wants  to  change 
his  rajigion,  he  is  free  to  do  so  because

Yet  Moody  Bible  Insti¬ 
tute  stands  to^y  as  evidence  that  this  great  man  of  God 
considered  Christian  education  important. 

Billy  Graham  is  the  great  evangelist  of  this  century  and 
a  highly  educated  man.  Consider  the  significant  place 
Christian  education  has  in  his  thinking  as  evidence  by 
his  cooperation  and  assistance  in  establishing  the  Billy 
Graham  Chair  of  Evangelism  at  Southern  Baptist  Semi¬ 
nary,  as  evidenced  by  the  support  he  has  given  to 
Wheaton  College,  as  evidenced  by  his  far-reaching  plans 
to  establish  a  great  Evangelism  Training  Center  for  lay 
people.  The  schools  of  evangelism  as  well,  which  now 
accompany  almost  every  Billy  Graham  Crusade,  show 
that  an  important  part  of  his  ministry  is  to  “teach  others 
also.’’ 

The  late  Dr.  Rolgnd  Q.  Leaveil  was  one  of  Southern 
Baptists’  most  respected  educator-evangelists.  He  often 
said  the  call  to  preach  is  the  call  to  prepare.

Pressed  by  Chief  Justice  Warren  E. 
Burger,  who  asked  Mr.  McCree  if  such 
jurisdiction  extends  to  seminaries,  the 
nation’s  chief  lawyer  said  that  the 
NLRB  has  simply  not  chosen  to  test  its 
authcxlty  with  such  sdKWls. 

Mr.  McCree  argued  that  because 
states  are  legally  empowered  to  make 
numerous  recpiirements  of  parochial 
schools,  including  mandatory  atten- 
,  dance  and  minimum  health  and  safety 
standards,  the  federal  government 
has  a  legitimate  Interest  in  the  labor 
jpractices  of  stidi  schools. 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS)  -  An 
attorney  for  two  Catholic  diocesan 
school  systems  has  argued  before  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  ttat  the  fedmd 
govomment  should  not  be  allowed  to 
order  unionizaticm  elections  in  paroc¬ 
hial  schools. 

Attorney  Duiald  H.  Reuben,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Catholic  Ardidiocese  of 
Chicago  and  the  Diocese  of  Fort 
Wayne-South  Bend,  maintained  that 
the  such  ordering  would  unconstitu¬ 
tionally  entangle  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  affairs  of  the  chui^. 

The  case  is  seen  by  church-state  ob- 
so^ors  as  a  key  test  in  what  is  beco  n- 
ing  of  increasing  concern  for  duut^h 
leaders,  namely,  Uie  extent  to  adiich 
the  federal  government  may  regulate 
church-rdated  institutions  and  agen¬ 
cies. 

A  separate  suit  involving  South¬ 
western  Baptist  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary’s  refusal  to  file  anti- 
discrimination  information  with  the 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  now  pends  in  a  federal 
district  court.  Constitutional  issues  in 
the  two  cases  are  similar. 

In  oral  arguments  before  the  Sup¬ 
reme  Court,  Wade  H.  McCreje,  sol¬ 
icitor  general  of  the  United  States,  said 
that  the  NLRB  has  legal  jurisdiction 
over  all  schools.  He  argued  that  al- 
thou^  the  National  Labor  Relations 
Act  hiu  for  some  time  empowered  the 
federal  agency  to  enforce  bargaining 
between  church  officials  and  teachers’ 
unions  in  religious  schools,  it  has  vd- 
untarily  refrained  from  exercising 
that  authority  until  now.

In  Israel,  Stephens  recommended 
cheddag  in  advance  to  be  sure  that 
Jerusalem  is  not  the  only  major  stop 
because  “most  of  Jesus’  minii^  was. 
in  Galilee.” 

He  said  archaeological  excavations 
offer  learning  opportunities  for  Bible 
students.  “Tour  guides  should  know  of 
their  existence  a^  their  importance,” 
said  Stephens,  adding  that  more  exca¬ 
vation  has  been  done  in  Israel  since 
1M7  than  in  all  of  previous  history. 

“Tile  purpose  of  archaeology  is  not 
to  prove  the  Bible,  but  critical  prob¬ 
lems  often  are  satisfied  because  of  it,” 
Stephens  said.  “A  study  of  archaeol¬ 
ogy  validates  the  dependability  of  the 
Bible.”

He  has  given  us  the  spirit  of  power.  This  is  the 
D«coMry  strength  and  ahility  to  be  able.

Grant  love.  Here  the  idea  of  love  carries  with  it  that  of 
value,  feeling  for,  and  generous  concern.  This  kind  of  love  will  de¬ 
fray  fear  in  Christian  witnessing.  He  has  also  given  us  the  spirit  of  a 
sound  mind.  Tliis  is  the  ability  to  use  wise  discretioo.  It  is  to  be  in 
one’s  right  mind. 

When  these  three  spirits  are  applied  to  the  ministry  of  outreach, 
fear  is  destroyed.  The  power  of  Satan  is  broken.  Then  the  derivatives 
of  fear  such  as  hesitation,  negligence,  establishing  priorities,  and 
the  like  would  be  apfriicable.  These  negative  attitudes  will  be  re¬ 
placed  with  positive  ones  such  as  optimism,  enthusiasm,  and  dili- 
gence. 

II.  T^  second  passage  is  l^Tohn  4:18.* 

In  this  passage  the  word  for  fear  is  different  from  the  one  in  2 
Timothy.  Here  the  word  is  the  one  we  use  for  terror,  amazement,  or 
astonishment.  It  is  reverential  awe  or  respect. 

’The  passage  sajrs  “perfect  love  casteth  out  fear.”  Here  emphasis 
is  |da<^  on  the  word  “perfect.”  Pgobably  a  better  word  for  our 
understanding  is  mature.  It  lit^ly  means  to  bring  to  an  end,  or  to 
accomplish.  It  is  complete.  It  is  a  full-grown  love  tlut  God  imparts. 
This  kind  of  love  keeps  on  doing  away  with  fear.  It  ia  done  once  and 
for  all.  Hie  term  us^  for  “cast  out”  is  the  same  word  we  use  for 
throwing  as  we  throw  a  ball.  It  has  the  same  connotation  as  forgive¬ 
ness  that  is  to  rescind  or  diimi« 

Fear  has  torment.  It  curtails  and  punishes.  It  is  destroyed  with 
perfect  love. 

CONCLUSION :  Most  of  us  encounter  a  degree  of  fear  or  hesitancy 
in  an  outreach  ministry.  It  is  obvious  this  is  not  of  God.  He  wants  us  to 
be  busy  in  this  ministry  and  has  given  the  faculties  to  disciiarge  it.
